Pau l equ ipment to this city and op­ 
erate the mill here. 
It is asserted that Carr repreesnt- 
ed to the plaintiffs that tin* mill was 
owned by the Ru shv ille Milling com­ 
pany . 
The mill in qu estion is located 
in Sou th Morgan street and there is 
abou t three acres of grou nd with the 
bu ilding. 
In talking ov er the pro­ 
posed deal, it 
is alleged 
that 
Carr 
made inv estigations as to the v alu e 
of the plaintiff’s property in St. Pau l 
and stated that his 
holdings 
were 
worth $12,000. 
The complaint states that Biekhart 
was u nable to mov e his mill here and 
that Carr adv anced him $.4,000 and 
was giv en a mortgage for 
t parity .

mortgage to secu re the pay ment. 
It

tional mortgage on the mill property . 
Along abou t this time, according te 
the complaint the hank was demand­ 
ing pay ment of the $3,000 that had 
been adv anced by Carr to mov e the 
mill fit this eitv . 
After this was satisfied, Biekhart

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Report Shows That All Other Crops 


Will Fall Below Previous Five- 


Year Period. 


T H IS 
P ER TA IN S TO 
IN D IAN A 


Indicates Moisture That Fell Benefi­ 


ted Only the Two Principal. 


Crops in State. 


An interesting result of the uneven 
distribution of rainfall in Indiana is 
shown by the monthly report of the 
Bureau of Crop Estimates, .just is­ 
sued by the Indiana office 
of 
the 
United States Weather Bureau. 
Of 
the principal crops in Indiana, only 
corn and wheat show a notable in­ 
crease in yield. 
The report is based on an estimate 
of the coming crop, made July 1 by 
the department, as compared 
with 
the normal yield 
for the 
previous 
five-year period. 
This comparison shows the 
Indi­ 
ana wheat crop to be 2,100,000 bush­ 


e ls above the average, the corn crop 
to be 6,33.1,000 bushels 
above 
the 
average. 
Oats fell 13,866.000 bush­ 
els below the average and barley 31,- 
000 below. 
The potato yield also is 
2,082,000 bushels below 
the 
aver­ 
age. 


Apparently the moisture that fell 
in this state was of noticeable bene­ 
fit only to the two principal crops, 
wheat and corn. 
Much of the rain­ 
fall was “spotted” so that the farm 
products requiring a shorter m atur­ 
ing season than wheat and corn suf­ 
fered from drought. 
Ilay, timothy, 
clover, pasture, cabbage onions to­ 
matoes, apples, pears 
blackberries, 
raspberries and watermelons all fall 
below the average. 
The 
yield 
of 
cantaloupe> and peaches 
will 
be 
slightly itbovc the average. The fail­ 
ure of the small crops and the suc­ 
cess of the large ones is attributed 
direetlv to the irregular rainfall.
